JUDGE VAIL'S DECISION. 


When court met this morning at 10 


o'clock Judge Vail announced h;s deci- 
sion from the bench. He said: 


"Last evening I gave the clerk orders 


to issue a venire for a special grand jury 
to further consider the Bnsh case, but 
after doing so I personally consulted 
quite a number of prominent business 
men of the city in whom I have confi- 
dence as to their judgment in the proper 
direction of public affairs, and while I 
wish to do my whole duty in the premi- 
ses and uphold the law, yet I do cot wish 
to put myself in the attitude of a crank, 
and therefore I consulted the gentlemen 
alluded to.

been openly violated cannot be enforced 
at present. There is a good deal of talk 
in the community juet now about the 
anarchists and the pardon of Fielden 
and others, and there is general indigna- 
tion expressed about it. 
Yet Fielden 


was the man who a few momenta before 
the Haymarket murders was talking to 
his fellow acarohiste, and had said: 
'Ke- 


sist the law; throttle the law, stab the 
law,' and I would like to know it the law 
in Macon county has not been stabbed, 
and throttled and resisted." 


That was all there was to be said, and 


Deputy MoOlellan who still had the 
venire in hie pocket, metaphorically tore 
it up. 


THE SHERIFF'S MISTAKE. 


Sheriff Perl when he heard Judge Vail 


say in court last evening that a venire 
should issue for a special grand jury, and 
was personally instructed by the judge 
th(U he muet select the jury in person, 
immediately started out to get the 23 
men without waiting to have a copy of 
the venire delivered to him by the clerk, 
He supposed that it would be Ell right 
to go ahead, and that the issue of the 
venire was a mere formality. In law he 
had no authority, whatever, to make B 
move until the venire was delivered to 
him; the same as in a case where an exe- 
cution is ordered issued to gain posses- 
sion of property. 
The sheriff got his 


deputies together and started them oat. 
They went to different parts of the 
county, and several were going the best 
part of last night. Several supervisors, 
by request of thn sheriff, sent men in.

During 
the afternoon a white boy named Linn 
Stongb, aged 12 years, met his death b;

He had gone to the river 
with his friend, Emil Blank, and Eon] 
who is like a duck in the water, disrobei 
and was soon plunging about. Linn 
could not swim, and did not go in 
Later he was taken across the river by 
Otto Kenney and Charles Knipple, who 
were going up the river in a boat to loo] 
after a trot-line.

be a shallow place. Suddenly he came 
o a "step-off," and went under. Young 
Blank called for help and did his best to 
save him, even at the risk of his own 
life. Linn in his struggles came nea 
pulling Emil down with him, but tbi 
latter broke away. Knipple and Kenne; 
hurried to the spot, but to late to save 
the drowning boy; he had gone down for 
the last time. Kenney recovered the 
body, and all did what they could to re- 
suscitate the lad but without success.

For in 


that case, although the body may be 
polluted the soul is cot ravished; while 
in the latter there is a moral contamina- 
tion; the whole womau is ruined and un- 
done. Who, then, is the greater crim- 
inal, and on whom should the heavier 
condemnation fall? And yet so far from 
executing vengeance on this destroyer of 
womanly virtue, have you not tolerated 
him in your community almost without 
protest? And yon may even have ac- 
cepted him as a confederate in bringing 
deatb to another man, whose moral tur- 
pitude was, to say the least, no blacker 
than his own. I have mentioned this 
matter, not to palliate the crime of the 
ravieher, which I abhor, but to show 
yon that to one who looks on from a 
distance yon do not appear to have been 
actuated wholly by a consistent respect 
for womanly virtue and by a genuine ab- 
horrence of its destroyer, but partly, at 
least, from that blind frenzy that is so

And yet, yon, in 
whose hands the execution of the law 
has not been placed by your fellow- 
citizens, have prssumptionsly assumed to 
do this thing, and so it appears very 
clear to an observer, and I do not see 
bow you, yourselves can escape the eon- 
clueion, that in your attempt to increase, 
in an illegal way, the penalty of that law

One Hundred and Thirty Miners En- 
tombed. 


LONDON, Jnly 4.—Great excitement 


has been caused in Thornhill, York- 
shire, by an explosion that occurred in 
Ing-ram's colliery. One hundred and 
thirty miners are entombed, and it is 
feared that the loss of life will be 
heavy. Rescuing parties are hard at 
work, and four bodies have been recov- 
ered and brought to the surface, 


The pit is badly blocked with fallen 


rock, dirt and timbers, and the pro^rcsa 
of the rescuing" parties is therefore 
slow. It ih feared the men who escaped 
death in the explosion of tlie damp will 
be suffocated l>y the choke damp im- 
less speedily rescued. 


The scenes at pit-mnuths in the case 


of mininLT accidents are heing rpeatcd 
in Thornhill. and considerate trouble 
is experienced in keeping* those having 
relatives or friends in the mines from 
interfering1 with the work of the res- 
cuers.

LONDON, July 4.—About the middle
